BERLIN, March 81.—-To his desire to have 
one of his sons grow up with one of President 
‘Roosevelt’s boys is chiefly due the decision 
of Emperor William to send his fifth son, 
Prince Oscar, to Harvard university in Sep- 
tember. 

By entering Harvard at the ballen of 
the next college year Prince Oscar will have 
Theodore Roosevelt as a college mate, while 
President Roosevelt's second son, Kermit, 
may begin his Harvard course at the same 
time. 

Idea Not of Recent Growth. 

The kaiser’s decision to send his fifth son 
to the famous American university is a con- 
tinuation of his majesty’s American policy, 
which began with the dispatch of his brother, 
Prince Henry of Prussia, to the United States 
in 1903, and which has been kept up meantime 
by a series of compliments, such as the 
donation of statues, the buying of Amer- 
ican yachts, the exchange of professors by 
German and American universities, and by 
conspicuous hospitality to distinguished 
American visitors. 

Nothing definite in regard to Prince Oscar's 
plans for going to Harvard so far is known 
at the German foreign office or American em- 
bassy at Berlin. The kaiser first expressed 
his intention to educate one of his sons at 
Harvard at a dinner at the American embassy 
last year. He at the time had in mind his 
fourth son, Prince August Wilhelm, but as 
he has since become engaged to be married 
the kaiser apparently decided that Prinee 
Oscar, who will be 19 years old in July, should 

be the one to receive the advantage of a 
thoroughly democratic university training. 
Will Be First Royal Freshman. 

It is probable Prince Oscar will be accom- 
panied by a military adjutant. He now ts 
an undergraduate of Bonn university,

Told Child Had Diphtheri . 

“ After officials from the health department 
had examined the body they told me the child 
Nad died with diphtheria, and a card of warn- 
ing immediately was placed over the door,” 
said Mrs. C. S. Eppling, who occupies a flat 
adjoining that of the Andersons. 

“ There are ten children.in the building. 
People have been going in and out of the 
Anderson fiat all week. Health officers said 
amother of the Anderson children also ig ill 
with diphtheria.“ 

It is said that the Anderson children who 
are not ill attended school until their sister 
died on Friday. C. S. Eppling said Dr. Murney 
Nicholson, 25056 Lakewood avenue, who at- 
tended the Anderson children, made no re- 
port. It is said that the Rev. Mr. Cain, 
pastor of the Edgewater Presbyterian 
church, called at the Anderson house on 
Saturday to conduct the funeral service, and, 
suspecting the child died of diphtheria, re- 
fused to enter the house. :

HIS LAWYERS CHEERFUL. 


Announcement Made That De- 
fense Will Not Present Ex- 
perts to Commission. 


New York, March 31.—[Special.]~Lawyer 
Daniel O'Reilly, one of the lawyers defending 
Harry K. Thaw, announced today that the 
plan of the defense was not to call any of 
their allenists before the lunacy commission, 
consisting of David McClure, Peter B. Olney, 
and Dr. Leopold Putzel, when it resumes its 
inquiry on Tuesday. 

“The defense will offer no witnesses be- 
fore the commission,” said Lawyer O'Reilly, 
“and our plan is to sit tight. We will not 
call any of our even alienists, although we 
are aware of the fact that District Attorney 
Jerome has procured the promise of the 
commission to hear his alienists on the points 
of issue, the writings of Thaw, especially 
the J, Dennison Lyon letters; the evidence in 
the trial, and the observations of his alien- 
ists in court.“ 

Jerome Thinks O'Reilly Wrong. 

Mr. O'Reilly said that Drs. Gregory, Pil- 
grim, and White, who had been called by the 
defense and whose affidavits had not been 
submitted, would not be called. He said their 
evidence would not be needed, and they 
would not be examined, as they had not ex- 
amined the defendant. 

Dr. Allan MoLane Hamilton will not be 
called again, in the opinion of Lawyer 
O'Reilly. He said Dr. Hamilton had not ex- 
amined Thaw since July, and therefore his 
testimony or knowledge would be too remote. 
Mr. O'Reilly said it was the opinion of the 
lawyers for the defense that the commission 
would complete its inquiry by Tuesday even- 
ing, and in all probability would be able to 
announce its decision by Wednesday at the 
latest. 

District Attorney Jerome said he thought 
Mr. O'Reilly and His colleagues on the de- 
fense were assuming too much in predicting 
the gommission would have completed its 
work by Tuesday nignt. Mr. Jerome thinks 
the inquiry will last for several days longer, 
and he feels confident the commission will 
hear Dr. Hamilton. Other than this the 
district attorney refused to discuss the case 
today. 

Thaw’s Wife Visits Tombs. 

Harry Thaw had a conference for two 
hours-in the Tombs this afternoon with his 
wife, Evélyn Nesbit Thaw. He told her He 
was confident the commission would decide 
he was sane and the trial would proceed. 
Thaw also saw Clifford W. Hartridge, one of 
his lawyers, and the one that has absolute 
control of present proceedings before the 
lunacy commission. 

The visit of Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw to the 
Tombs today was unusual. Never before 
has she visited her husband on Sunday. To 
do so it Was necessary for her to obtain from 
Commissioner of Corrections John V. Coggey 
a special permit.

81.—Former 
Congressman Galusha A. Grow died at his 
home in ‘Glenwood, Penn., this afternoon as 
a result of a general breakdown, attributed 
to old age.

Was “War Time Speaker. 


During his single term as speakér he pre- 
sided over three sessions of the house. 
One of them eee, session, which 
met on July 4, 1861, and ended on Aug. 
6. During those five weeks, when armiesand 
a navy had to be created and ways and 
means provided for their support, and when 
the general policy of the government toward 
the seceded states had to be defined, 30 
far as this could be done dy legislation at 
that early day, more work of vital impor- } 
tance to the nation was done than was ever 
transacted in congress in any period: of 
equal length before or since. 

jie greatest public service was as.“ the 
father of the homestead bill,“ through 
which measure many million acres of west- 
ern farm lands were opened up to settlement 
by homesteaders, an act which. has been 
eredited with doing more than any other 
one thing for the development of the great 
west. 


Gets Medal for Fight. 


He became involved in a personal encounter 
on the floor of the house with Representative 
Keitt of South Carolina in February, 1858, 
when Kansas sought admission tq the union, 
when he objected to a message m Presi- 
dent Buchanan touching the slave question, 
and Keitt openly cengured him, finally calling 
the Pennsylvanian a black republican 
puppy and attempting at the same time to 
strike Grow. The blow fell short and in a 
trice Keitt was felled by Grow’s fist. 

What was almost a free for all fight. be- 
tween the two sides of the house followed, 
but later Keitt apologized. For the plucky 
stand which he took on the floor that day the 
Kansas free state settlers presented Mr. 
Grow a gold medal, bearing on one side the 
figure of an uplifted arm and the legend: 
“The first blow struck for freedom,” 

Sketch of Early Life. 

Mr. Grow was born in Eastford, Conn., 
Aug. 31, 1828, and when he was 3 years old 
his father died, leaving his mother with six 
children to care for. She moved in 1834 to 
Susquehanna county, Pa., where Mr. Grow 
worked on farms to earn money to acquire 
an education. He graduated from Amherst 
céllege in 1844, and was admitted to the bar 
three years later.

Fairmont, W. Va., March 31.—Baltimore 
and Ohio passenger tram No. 11, bound for 
Wheeling, W. Va., collided head on with a 
freight train at Pritchard's Mills today.

Neill, the government’s agents, maintaining 
the same noncommittal attitude, continued 
to argue alternately with the general man- 
agers on one hand and the union representa- 
tives on the other. Three meetings—two with 
the men and one with the rail officialse—were 
held, and some progress was reported. The 
three cornered peace negotiations wilt be 
continued today. 

Those who are watching the conferences 
closely made an effort to connect the an- 
nounced result of the railroads’ canvass 
with the report that the employés were weak- 
ening. It was said that the unfon leaders 
fear a change of sentiment among their mem- 
bers and are more anxious to arrange a set- 
tlement than at any time previous. This was 
said to be true concerning the sentiment of 
the conductors In particular. j 

The test made by the roade is said to have 
ghown that on three large rail systems a ma- 
jority of the conductors are in favor of ac- 
cepting the wage proposition tendered by the 
companies, These lines, it ie said, are the 
Santa Fe, the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley, 
and the San Pedro system. 


Put Roads on Defensive. 

Members of the union strike board, how- 
ever, said that, if the brotherhoods should 

6 any concession, it would be with a view 
to placing the railroads on the defensive in 
the controversy. By the men agreeing to 
yield’ one or two points, they sald, the roads 
would be obliged either to meet these con- 
cessions or assume the responsibility of re- 
fusing oonciliation, after having courted it 
through federal interference. 

A We understand conciliation,’’ sald one 
trainman, “ it means making concessions by 
both sides. If the men concede anything the 
roads naturally will tave to follow suit. 
Otherwise, their position is indefensible.’’: 

Statements were made at the Sherman 
house headquarters of the employés that 
there is no danger of a strike being precip- 
ttated until the federal officials have ex- 
hausted their efforts toward peace. Even 
should a walkout be ordered within the next 
day or two, it was said there is a strong 
probability that it might never go into ef- 
fect. The employés seem fo think other con- 
cililation remedies may be applied, should the 
government agents fail. 


LAW MAY RESULT IN STRIKE. 


West Virginia Telegraph Operators Re- 
fuse to Accept Cut in Wages with 
Shorter Work Day. 


Wheeling, W. Va., March 81.—Telegraph 
operators in West Virginia threaten to strike 
their wages are reduced when the new 
eight hour law, enacted by the recent legis- 
lature, goes into effect. THe railroad com- 
panies have given notice that there will be 
a proportionate reduction in wages as soon 
as the act takes effect, on May 9. At a 
meeting today the operators representing 
every division in West Virginia adopted reso- 
lutions to accept nothing leas than they re- 
ceive now for twelve hours.

Barney Cavanaugh, 77 Stratford place, 
whose record for continuous service has 
never been equaled on the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway, laid down his con- 
ductor’s punch yesterday and signed pen- 
sion voucher No. 408.“ When he affixed his 
name to the slip in the office of President 
Hughitt he completed forty-five consecutive 
years in the employ of the road.

NEW ROADS IN SOUTHWEST 


ALL SYSTEMS TO BUILD BRANCHES 
AND IMPROVE SERVICE. 


General Reconstruction at Cost of 
$1,000,000,000 to the Larger Lines 


Will Be Begun Within Year—Dou- 


ble Tracks to Be Laid, and Grades 
and Curves to Be Eliminated — 
Changes Demanded by the Rapid 
Growth of Territory. 


St. Louls, Mo., March 31.—[Special.}]—The 
southwest has.now reached that stage in its 
development when the railroads traversing it 
are contemplating general reconstruction. 
For the necessary work on several of the 
largest systems $500,000,000 to $1,000,000,000 
will be needed and the announcement has 
been made here by the largest systems that 
in order. to Je pace with the territory’s 
advancemen t is imperative to start the 
desired improvements within the year and 
to keep at work steadily for ten years or 
more. 

There is not a system in the southwest 
that will not double track hundreds of miles 
of road, eliminate grades and curves, im- 
prove roadbeds, build new statione and 
depots; enlarge terminals, provide passing 
tracks and sidings, and construct exterisions. 
This general betterment will demand the in- 
vestment of funds reaching an enormous 
aggregate. 

All the roads between St. Louls and Kan- 
sas City will be double tracked, and pos- 
sibly the distance will be shortened. The 
lines from St. Louis to Memphis and St. 
Louis to the Arkansas and Oklahoma boun- 
daries will be double tracked at least over 
the major part of the mileage. On these 
oe grades and curves will be elimin- 
ated. 

Out of all the important traffic centers 
there will be 10 to 200 miles of double track- 
ing, and where the traffic from the different 
directions converges double tracking will 
be done. 


BIG DEATH RATE CONTINUES; 
744 DEAD IN LAST 7 DAYS. 


Health Department Bulletin Shows In- 
crease Over Week Previous and Great- 
est in Ten Years. 


Chicago’s death rate continues to grow, ao- 
cording to the health department bulletin, 
744 persons having died in the city in the last 
week. This is an annual death rate of 18.40. 

In the week previous there were 609 deaths 
an annual rate of 17.20. The average for the 
last week is the greatest in the last ten 
years. In the same week in 1906 there were 
only 582 deaths. 

Pneumonia continues to increase, thenum- 
ber of deaths due to this disease being 172, 
which is 85 more than in the week previous. 
Fifty-five persons died ‘of heart disease, 85 
of consumption, 29 met violent deaths, 11 
were suicides, and 45 died of Bright's dis- 
ease. 

There were 169 new cases of scarlet fever 
in the week and 88 new cases of diphtheria, 
83 less than the week previous. 

The bulletin says there were indications at 
the close of the week that the death rate 
would return to the normal.

Judging from in- 
formation received here a great hullabaloo 
has been raised in many large cities through- 
out the country over the population esti- 
mates for 1906. 

From the Pacific coast a wail of protest 
comes to the director of the census, Seattle 
claiming that his estimate of the number of 
inhabitants in that city is 100,000 behind the 
actual figures. 

St. Louis claims a population of more than 
700,000, whereas Director North announced 
to the world that it was but 640,320. 

Kansas City loudly sheuts that 228,000 peo- 
ple reside within its co te limits. Direc- 
tor North estimates that: hustling Mis 
souri city had a population of 182,376 in 1906. 

Up to date New York has registered no 
kick against the census figures. 

“Our estimates are made in accordance 
with the provisions of a law of congress,” 
said a census official. “‘ We cannot revise 
them at the whim of this or that city.”

HIGHWOOD PASTOR ASSAILS -

Dr. George F. Parisoe 0 Petition 
Against ApMadoc Bill Was Obtained | 


by Fraud. 


The Rev. Géorge E. Parisoe, pastor of the 
Highwood Methodist church, an opponent of 
the saloons in the vicinity of Fort Sheridan, 
said yesterday that many of the signatures 
upon the petition presented to the legislature 
protesting against the passage of ApMadoc 
“temperance zone bill had been ob- 
tained under false pretenses. In a talk to his 
congregation he made the assertion that the 
trick was the equivalent to forgery.

matter of favor, to make a full and ex- 
haustive investigation of the receipts and 
expenditures of the railroads, so that any 
violation or evasion of the law may be de- 
tected. This is not a revolutionary proposal 
on my part. for I only wish the same power 
given in reference to railroads that is now 
exercised as a matter of course by the ne- 
tional bank examiners as regards national 


banks: My object is primerily to secure a 
real and not a sham control to the govern- 
ment representatives. The American people 
abhor a sham, and with this abhorrence I 
cordially ize. -Nothing is more in- 
jurious from every standpoint than a law 
which is merely sound and fury, merely pre- 
tense, and not capable of working out tangi- 
ble results.“ 


Not Hostile to Railroads. 

That the president was not and is not actu- 
ated by: hostility to the railroads is demon- 
trated by the following paragraph: 

“It must be understood, as a matter of 
course, that if this power is granted it is to 
be exercised with wisdom, and caution, and 
self-restraint. The. interstate commerce 
commissioner or other government official 
who failed to protect a railroad that was in 
the right against any clamor, no matter how 
violent, on the part of the public would be 
guilty of as gross a wrong as if he corruptiy 
rendered an improper service to the railroad 
at the expense of the public. WhenI say a 
square deal I mean a square deal, exactly 
as much a squareadeal for the rich man as 
for the poor man, but no more. Let each 
stand on his merits, receive what is due him, 
and be judged according to his deserts. To 
more he is not entitled, and less he shall not 
have.” 

The complaints that have been made to 
the president against the railroads in the 
past have been of improper discrimination 
in railroad rates. Little complaint has deen 
heard of the raflroad rates as being, as a 
whole, too high. The president feels that 
one of the lessons that cannot be overincul- 
cated is the lesson of the identity of interest 
among all the people. He feels that unless 
there is a man at the head of a railroad who 
can make a success of it the wageworkers 
on that railroad cannot prosper. 

Justice on Both Sides, 

In his speech to the railway employés’ 
orders the president declared: 

“T have said again and again that I would 
not tolerate for one moment any ce to 
a railroad any more than I wo tolerate 
any «injustice by a railroad. I have said 
again and again that I would remove a 
public official who improperly yielded to 
any public clamor against a railroad, no mat- 
ter how. popular that clamor might be, just 
as quickly as I would remove a public official 
who rendered any improper. service to the 
rallroad at the expense of the public, But 
I am convinced that there must be an in- 
creased regulatory and supervisory power 
exercised by the government over the rail- 


failed to do justice to the.capitalist as much 
as to the wage worker. But I shall act against 
the abuses of wealth just as against all other 
abuses. Most certainly I will join with you 
in resisting to the uttermost any movement 
% hurt or damage any railroads which act 
decently, for I will hold that such damage 
was not merely to the capitalist,.not merely 
to the wage worker engaged on the railroads, 
tut all the country. My aim is to secure 
the just and equal treatment of the public 
by these (I trust and believe a limited num- 
ber) wno do not want to give it, just as 
much as by the larger number who do want 
to give it. All I want in any rate legislation 
is to give the government an efficient super- 
visory power which will be exercised as 
scrupulously to prevent injustice to the rail- 
roads as to prevent their doing injustice to 
the public.” 

In his annual 2 communicated to 

congress on Dec. 5, 1908, the president re- 
ferred to the continued enjoyment by the 
people of great prosperity. 


Prosperity Depends on People.

Something can be done by legislation to 
help the general prospérity; but no such help 
of a permanently beneficial character can be 
given to the leas able and less fortunate save

of saying that any benefit which comes to the 
less able and less fortunate must of neces- 
sity come even more to the more able and the 
more fortunate.” 


Control of the Trusts. 


The president referred to the great fortunes 
amaseed through corporate or tions, 
saying they vested such power in those that 
wield them as to make it a matter ot neces- 
sity to give the government some effective 
power of supervision over their corporate 
use. 

“Iam in no sense hostile to corporations,“ 
he declared. This is an age of combination, 


and every effort to prevent all combinaticn | 


will be not only useless but in the end 
vicious, because of the contempt for law 


which the failure to enforce law inevitably | 
produces. Experience has shown conclusive- . 
ly that it is useless to try to get any adequate 
regulation and supervision of these great cor- | 
porations by state action. Such regulation 


and supervision can only be effectively exer- 
cised by a sovereign whose jurisdiction ts co- 
extensive with the field of work of the cor- 
porations—that is, by the national govern- 
ment.“

Palermo Police Say Nunzio 
Minare Was Head of 
“Black Hand. 


OLD MYSTERIES CLEARED. 


Kidnaping of Boy and Murder of 


Man Who Freed Him Is 


LONDON. April 1.—The Rome correspond- 


ent of the Chronicle says thatthe mysterious . 


kidnapings and murders by the “Slack 
Hand” in New York have just been unraveled 
at Palerma in the course of police investiga- 
tions into a crime committed near that city 
through the agency of the dreaded Sicilian 
Mafia on July 18. 1908, when a rich merchant 
of New Marchese was mabbed to death at 
Partinico. 

In his office was found PS uind ot black - 
mailing letters, containing threats of death 
from the Mafia in case of nnn with 
its demands. 

Baffied for awhile, the police anally were 
put on the track of Nunzio Minore, who, 
shortly before the crime, had returned from 
New York to his. wife and family. Then 


by relatives of the murdered man who were 
overanxious to inherit his property. Simul- 
taneously with the capture of Minore’s cot- 
tage, his sister’s house was surrounded by 
carbinieres.. Minore’s wife hurried out of the 
back window into a ditch a bundle ‘of in- 
criminating documents whieh fell to the sol- 
diers below. 


Crimes in America Revealed. 

A raid on Minore’s sister's house led to 
other packets of correspondence being found 
beneath the floor, but the evidence thus ob- 
tained of Minore’s complicity in the Mar- 
chese murder paled into insignificance be- 
side the sensational revelation of his crimi- 
nal connection with the “Black Hand” gang 
in New York, which, in fact, had sent him 
back to Sicily for a while after a series of 
stirring deeds of blood and violence, of which 
one is cited as characteristic of Minore’s 
operations, 

In March, 1906, Antony Bozzuffi; the 14 
year old son of a New York banker, was 
kidnaped and concealed in a house in Fifty- 
ninth street. Ransom of $20,000 was de- 
manded of the father. The lad escaped 
through the connivance of Salvatore Lungo, 
a compassionate meinber of the Black Hand, 
who had been tolled off to guard him. Lungo, 
some mornings after, was picked up a corpse, 
with stiletto and revolver wounds all over 
his body. 

Minore was convicted of the kidnaping, 
bot the New York courts acquitted him of 

mating Lungo or belonging to the 
K Hand for want of evidence: 


Say Proof Is Positive. 

The Palermo police have now been able to 
communicate the missing proofs to the New 
York authorities together with a mass of 
facts and the names of persons allied with 
the secret societies in the United States. 

On their part the New York authorities 
have written to the king’s procurator general 
at Palermo saying that the photographe sent 
had been easily identified and they consider 
the proofs final. 

The Marchese murder trial is about to begin 
at Palermo, and it is believed that it ‘will 
reveal astounding connections between \ths 
New York Black Hand and the Sicilian Mafia.

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CALLS RESURRECTION A MYTH. 


Unitarian Clergyman Says Easter Spirit 
Does Not Depend on Belief That a 
Miracle Happened. 


The story of the resurrection of Chriet wae 
pronounced a legendary fiction in a sermon 
delivered yesterday by the Rev. W. Hanson 
Pulsford, in. Unitarian Memorial chapel, 
Fifty-seventh street and Woodlawn avenue. 

Did Christ Rise from the Dead?“ was the 
subject of his sermon, and the minister an- 
swered the question by saying: 

I see no ground for asserting or thinking 
that Jesus was buried and afterward re- 
sumed his body, ate and drank with the dis- 
ciples, and then sailed into the sky. None 
of those that write of the resurrection was 
an eye witness of the events of which he 
writes. Matthew, Mark. and Luke are anon- 
ymous compilations of what was believed at 
least fifty years after Christ died, and the 
last gospel is a phiosophic presentation of 
what the writer was able to gather from 
what he heard 100 years after the death of the 


master. 

“I don’t believe fm the resurrection. It is 
wiser to say I cannot—it isimpossible on that 
kind of evidence. Reference to this belief 
in your presence almost requires am apology. 
It has nothing to do with religion. , 

“The Easter message, my friends, is not 
in the portents of a miracle, nor does the 
Easter spirit depend upon a belief that the 
miracle happened. These are in the stirring 
of the blood, the new line of the trees against 
the sky, the songs of the birds, the wonder 
of the dawn, and tae long drawn glory of 
these twilights—these are the messages of 
the throb of God in the world and that the 
throb of God is in us.”

The trade reached the Good 
Friday respite nervous and fidgety. senti- 
mem of those who look for quick action being 
suspended There were scattered showers 
over the holiday, but the general precipita- 
tion was not sufficient to settle much more 
than the top layer of dust. Saturday found 
the trade responsive to reports of damage. 
and, after a — — start, the market 
was given a good boost 

Late Reports Are Serious. 

Some of the most serious reports yet re- 
ceived from Oklahoma came at the week 
end, many of them indicating that great 
damage had been done in many sections, and 
that the “bug” was rapidly extending its 
operations to the morthward. The insects 
were reported thick in the fields as far north 
as the central part of Kansas, and some of, 
the late messages indicated that growers 
in Missourt were beginning to feel uneasy

Corn Only Moderately Active. 

Operations in the corn market were only 
moderately active at best, although there 
were occasional spurts of liveliness. The 
weather was of a sort to create consider- 
able anxiety among shorts, who figured that 
it. was not highly favorable te keeping. the 
grain in good condition. Activity of the 
farmers in their spring work did not bring 
about much of a change in the movement 
from the country, primary receipts contin- 
uing to keep -well in excess of those of a 
year ago. Sickness in the cash market a 
good part of the time had a depressing effect 
on the pit trade, offerings containing large 
quantities of poor quality stuff, which ruled 
sharply lower. There was not much im 
provement in the eastern demand, although 
it is figured that the opening of lake navi- 
gation will tend to increase the shipping busi- 
ness materially within a short time. Final 
prices Sat showed 4%@Xoc firmer, es 
compared to those of the previous Saturday, 
deferred months being strongest. 

In speaking of the corn situation, J. F. 
Jackson said: There is little that is new. 
There still is manipulation in the May de- 
livery, with the indicaton that the interest 
which is now the heavy holder of it is doing 
its utmost to market its property. The pri- 
mary movement ‘continues heavy. The Chi- 
cago receipts in March have totaled 9,311 
cars, against 5,608 a year ago, with a five 
year average of 6,000 cars. The receipts 
since the first of the year have been in abgut 
the same proportion, but, from some reason 
which cannot be accounted for, the Chicaga@ 
stocks, public nor private, show the accu- 
mulation they ought to. The foreign de- 

nd is not urgent, and exports are not run- 
1 as large as the trade looks for. With 
a good planting season we doubt if July 
or September corm can be maintained at 
present prices.” 


Oats Display Firm Tone. 


Throughout the better part of the week oats 
displayed relatively more firmness than 
efther Wheat or corn. Despite all the recent 
talk of heavy liquidation by ‘the recognized 
leading long interests, offerings were grabbed 
up by these same interests on all sugges- 
tions of weaknees. The position of the lead- 
ing long is a puzzle to many in the trade, 
but the knowing ones appear confident 
that he has no idea at the present time of 
abandoning what they believe is a good bull 
position. As the week progressed evidence 
of congestion in the nearby month increased 
in color. Reports of damage to the crop in 
the southwest injected considerable support 
into the deferred months. Sowing in Illinois 
and Iowa is said to be progressing under the 
most favorable conditions. Final prices for 
the week showed gains of %@1%c. as com- 
pared to the last quotations of the previous 
week, May being firmest... 


Hog Products Work Higher. 


The general provision market picked up 
com@iderable strength last week, many buy~ 
i the belief that the list had had enough 
of nm eak. The hog run was well under ex- 
pectations, and prices for the stock on the 
choot were well held at higher levels. Ship- 
ments of the manufactured products contin- 
ued good, and some in the trade believe that 
the full extent of general consumption is not 
being made public. Stocks are far from be- 
ing burdensome, and students are looking for 
an increase in the consumptive demand suf- 
ficient to keep the holdings of the manufac- 
tured products at low ebb. Shorts povered 
exteusively, and considerable support came 
from investors who believe wnat the future 
holds out big promises to them. It is said 
that two or three of the big packers have 
turned bullish, although they are disguising 
their operationa in, the market.

The United States Steel corporation con-

There are old orders on the books to be filled 
and there are new o 
in business do not come instantaneously. 


The business situation and its outlook ap- 


pears now to be the basis of the stock mar- 
ket. By this it is meant that until whatever 
slowing up may take place can be accurately 
gauged there will be no inducement to buy 
stocks upon a large scale. It is yet much too 
early to have an adequate notion of whether 
stocks are going higher or lower. It seems 
reasonably certain, though, that lower quota- 
tions may be looked for. When the time shall 
arrive that the big interests are able to 
méasure business conditions and then dis- 
count the future there will then be an in- 
centive to purchase securities. 

The bond market shows some slight im- 
provement, based on the forecasts of the 
business situation. Easier money may be 
reasonably 2 In fact, it was the 
difficulty rrowing money that deter- 
mined the financial interests in the railroads 
to cut down expenditures. This was decided 
upon with a deliberate purpose of making 
easier money, a condition which would fol- 
low the withdrawal of. the ‘railroads from 
the iron and steel markets. 

The position of the steel stocks becomes of 
interest. Thé corporation will eventually re- 
fiect the general situation and prices of the 
stocks will reflect the corporation's business. 
The steel shares have held well. It will be 
prudent, however, to consider their position. 


Bank Statement. 

The bank statement Saturday was excep- 
tionally favorable. It should have a percept- 
{ible influence on market sentiment, though 
the latter may have discounted the favor- 
able features of the figures. The increase 
in deposits in cash are assumed to be due 
to the fact that the subtreasury is now de- 
positing customs receipts with banks and 
is at the same time purchasing bonds. The 
surplus reserve now stands at $13,131,475. 
against $5,131,275 last year, and $8,604,575 
for the corresponding week in 1905.

The spring business has 
been gm | up to early expectations and ex- 
ceeds | year’s by 10 per cent in dry goods 
and similar lines. Interior merchants have 
liberal supplies and have handled the full 
average quantity of goods. e crop outlook 
is satisfactory in most sections except Texas, 
but the outlook there is not regarded as se- 
rious by merchants. Stocks of cotton goods 
are light and mills are behind in the deliveries 
and goods are selling the highest in years. 

A reduction of 50c a ton becomes efféctive 
in price of anthracite coal today, being the 
usual summer schedule: Bituminous coals 
are easy, with large offerings locally, and 
pressure of demurrage charges has caused 
holders to force sales. 

Lumbermen are experiencing an active 
trade and a strong market, with stocks more 
closely adjusted to requirements than in re- 
cent years. Grocers enjoyed a good trade 
and paints and oils were bought with in- 
creased freedom without any change in 
prices. Collections are a little slow in many 
sections, but average fairly satisfactory.
